AX EDITORIAL 


On Tuesday, Dixon voters are asked to decide at the 


polls whether we should issue bonds to the amount of $80,000 
to finance the installation of an incineration plant for the 
disposal of the city's garbage. Every voter in the city has a 
direct interest, because garbage disposal is not only the 
problem of the householder, but has an affect on the health 
and sanitation of every resident of the city. 


There have been lengthy arguments pro and con and 


both sides have ment, but taking a long overall view of the 
situation the "Evening Telegraph believes that the modern 
and most efficient manner of disposing of garbage is the 
incinerator and that while it is more expensive, it is worth it. 


Figures submitted to The Telegraph indicate that the 


cost to the tax-payer will not be disproportionate to the 
amount of his real estate holdings. Other cities "nearby and 
of comparable size with Dixon. have installed incinerators 
and find them to be the right answer to the vexing- problem 
of garbage disposal. 


Of course progress costs money, but Dixon is a pros- 


perous community and can well afford to spend whatever 
is necessary to protect the health of its citizens and keep 
the city abreast of the times in modern sanitation and 
cleanliness. 


Let us not have this election go by default through lack 


of interest on the part of the voters. " We should register a 
large vote so that the answer to the question will be decisive, 
and not the voice of only a small minorty. 


There is always a strong block of voters who w;ll oppose 


any change, especially if it may raise taxes, and that block 
will get to the polls without urging. So if you are anxious 
to see progress and favor the adoption of the incinerator 
plan you must make sure that your vote-'is. registered and 
alsc-lae votes of others who may be friendly to-the idea. 


If you favor the bond issue and the installation of the 


incinerator for the purpose of garbage and.refuse disposal, 
vote yes. If opposed, vote no. 


And whether you favor it or oppose it. we urge you 


to go to the polls and vote. There are six polling places and 
their locations are published elsewhere in this issue.

For centuries patriot^:1! was h=ghl\ admired as one of 
tie noblest virtues. 
And the I'-.^b.. at home ami abroad, 


possessed it to a superlati\e degree. 
The proud, voluble, 


belligerently insistent patriot known as the "professional 
Irishman" is familiar to most Americans. 


But in the lr-^t 30 vears or so there has ansen a class of 


people who gave ;h>- anc-ent \iritie a bad np.me. Patriotism 
to them meant fanatic nationalism 
It led them to false 


pride and false conclusions. 


They are the people who shouted "Deutschland ueber 


Alles" in the first World War and ''Ileil Hitler" in the second. 
Thev are the people who debased their country's name wilh 
a loathsome philosophy hidden behind the words. "America 
First." They are the people \vt>o. from \vithm the Kremlin 
walls, are filling the minds of 200.000,000 Russians uith a 
fear and hatred of all things foreign.

And there is considerable support for world gov- 


ernment in the free west, however, impractical or hopeless 
the plans for establishing it ma\ be 
Under the threat of 


great sectional conflict, many nations are groumg more and 
more aware of their individual insecurity- The best solu- 
tion to many seems a limited world authority which can 
relax the bonds of nationalism enough to make broad de- 
cisions v.here the fate of all mankind is affected. 


For } ea.r-s the nearest thing to world government was 


the union of vast and separate territories under the British 
crown. Then came the union of \ast but adjoining territory 
under Soviet communism.

Xow Ireland has realized a centuries-old dream of free- 


dom, as Israel has 
But unlike Israel, the realization came 


without bloodshed 
Ireland's struggle 's in the past. The 


last act of independence \\as peaceful and serene 


T; e Irihh must be conscious of possible perils ahead now 


that thev are on their own. But most of their neighbors, 
parucularlv the American people, know how they feel 
The 


demand for hbern, and mdenendence is too old and insistent 
and neht to be denied, whatever temporary doubts there 
are of its strategic wisdom 
It is the demand that has made 


the free world free. Hence the cheers and the good wishes
